Is Now Total 
For War Loan 


OTTAWA, Oct. 29—(CP)—Wed- 
nesday subscriptions to Canada’s 
third victory loan totalled $43,674,- 
400, raising the cumulative total 
for the drive’s first nine days to 
$458,258,300, national loan head- 
quarters announced today. 

Minimum ubjective for the 18-day 
campaign is $750,000,000. During the 
first half of the campaign bond sub- 
scriptions were $83,258,200 ahead of 
the minimum average price required 
if that objective is to be met. 

But the aim of the national war 
finance committee is. to obtain a 
sizeable oversubscription of the 
loan and today G. W. Spinney, com- 
mittee chairman, said: “To attain 
first the objective and then the 
large oversubscription that is hoped 
for, every effort must be doubled 
and redoubled.” 


NO CONVERSIONS 

“I should like to point out that 
it was after this date in the last 
loan that $113,000,000 of conversions 
came in to swell the total,” Mr. 
Spinney said in his statement. 
“This time there are no conversions. 
We must get cash. 

“The task is not easy and there 
is a long distance to go.”

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.— 
(AP) American and Japa- 
nese forces squared off today 
for another round in the 
Spreading fight for the Solo- 
mons after a series of land 
lbattles bled the enemy heav- 
ily of men und equipment. 

While United States air and 
ground forces fought to hold the 
Guadalcanal airbase, the battle of 
the southwest Pacific appeared to 
be surging toward 400 miles 
northeast of the turbulent island, 

Superior numbers of enemy 
Ships, planes and men were re- 
ported mobilizing at the approaches 
to American bases in the New 
Hebrides and Fiji Islands, whence 
they could strike at Allied com- 
munication lines to Australia. 

The navy reported no new details 
of warship activities in the Pacific 
last night, but Allied bombers from 
Australia raided the enemy again, 
damaging two Japanese ships in 
the Rabaul harbor of New Britain 
and splashing the Japanese base at 
Buka in the northern Solomons, 
with explosives. 


HIT JAP WARSHIP 


One of the bomb hits at Rabaul, 
more than 600 miles northwest of 
Guadalcanal, caused an explosion 
on a warship, an Allied communi- 
que said today (Australian time) 
and another set an unidentified ver- 
sel afire. The afsault on Buka’s air- 
drome and buildings destroyed an 
enemy bomber on the ground and 
stasted fires»visible*60- miles away.

Edmonton, Alberta and the Dominion 
were all well over the half-way mark when 
the Victory Loan campaign had run half 
the allotted time. This is as it should be, 
and must strengthen confidence — if it 
needed strengthening — that the quotas 
will be reached. 

It must be remembered, however, that 
$2,000,000 of the amount subscribed in Ed- 
monton came from the Provincial Govern- 
ment. Though the capital city was credited 
with the sum, this was not Edmonton 
money. It did not come from Edmonton 
bank balances and savings, does not repre- 
sent self-denial or forethought on the part 
of the people of this city, 

So far as the war chest is concerned it 
amounts to the same thing, but there is 
this important point to be noted. Up to 
Tuesday evening Edmonton people had 
subscribed only $1,766,950 of the sum 
credited to the city. They had not therefore 
kept pace with the people in other parts of 
the province or of the Dominion. Which 
means that people elsewhere have been 
fortifying themselves against future need 
more generally than Edmonton people 
have been doing. 

That does not augur well for con- 
ditions in Edmonton in the post-war years. 
Those who live here will need financial 
reserves in those readjustment days, just 
as much as those who live in other parts of 
Alberta or of Canada. There should be a 
speeding up of Edmonton subscribing, and 
a large increase in the number buying 
bonds.

Surely, there could have been no one in 
that tremendous audience who did not 
come away with a clear and precious pic- 
ture of gallantry in his mind. 

The gallantry and efficiency of all the 
armed services. The gallantry and courage 
of the people of Britain. ' 

For Mr. Moore took his hearers to the 
beaches of Dieppe, to the ships of the Royal 
Navy, to the Canadan camps of the army, 
to the control towers of the flying fields, 
and to the homes of those folk who have 
cheerfully suffered the devastations of 
total war. 

No one who heard this address could 
have lacked a sense of their sacrifices. No 
one could have lacked a feeling of pride. 

And no one who heard Mr. Moore's 
simple and effective story could have 
failed to accept with all their hearts the 
slogan of the Third Victory Loan that 
“Nothing matters now but victory.” 

This occasion was a landmark in Ed- 
monton’s understanding of the needs of 
war, It was a call to rededication to the 
purposes of the war. 

Edmonton owes Mr. Moore a debt of 
gratitude for a splendid and enlightening 
speech.

Behind the Screen 


Gaudalcanal lies about 600 miles east 
of the Jap bases on New Guinea. The Fiji 
and New Hebrides islands—near which 
United States air scouts encountered 
Strong Japanese naval forces—are 1,006 
miles east of Guadalcanal. The Gilbert is- 
lands—which are supposed to mark the 
northern limit of the present combat area 
—are about 2,000 miles north-east of 
Australia, 

Thus, over an expanse of island-stud 
ded sea two-thirds as wide as the Atlantic 
ocean from Newfoundland to Great Brit- 
ain, and as long as from New York to 
Panama, warplanes and warships of the 
Allies are playing a deadly game of hide- 
and-seek with the air and gea craft of 
Japan, 

What wonder if the news from that 
fighting zone is delayed, confused and con- 
flicting? The more so because strategy 
demands secrecy; and because it is the 
settled policy of Tokyo to manufacture 
“news” and suppress news for purposes of 
propaganda and in hope of extracting in- 
formation from Canberra or Washington. 

The whole future course of the war in 
the Pacific may be set by events now tak- 
ing place on and over the islands and 
waters of that heavily screened area. We 
on this continent can only await the out- 
come in unavoidable ignorance broken by 
such brief announcements as the U.S. 
navy department can safely release. 

Wor all who comprehend the issues 
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which may hang on that far-flung melee it 
must be a time of tension. But there is one 
safe and sane rule to follow while we wait 
for the end of the battle. It is to regard all 
news that comes from Japanese sources as 
having no necessary relation to facts. Re- 
member the glowing accounts of victory 
which the Tokyo radio fed the home folks 
while the fugitive survivors of its great 
armada were limping back from Midway? 

Believe nothing that comes from Tokyo 
unless it is confirmed from some non-Axis 
quarter: That is the standard of reliability 
which the enemy announcers have set for 
themselves.

The Berlin radio hints that the Nazi 
authorities may resort to shackling British 
civilians who are interned in Germany— 
perhaps in occupied countries as_ well. 
Nothing may come of it, but Canada and 
the other Allied countries should reach 
some decision in advance as to what wili 
be done with interned German “nationals” 
in case the threat is carried out. Announce- 
ment that a common policy had been 
adopted might have some restraining in- 
fluence at Berlin—might have.

The retirement of Mr. Percy Abbott 
from the managing directorship of the Ex- 
hibition Association will be very widely 
regretted, in Edmonton and far afield. 
Even more to be regretted is the fact that 
ill-health has compelled this course.

“To those who prefer to com- 
promise, to follow a course of ex 
pediency, to appease, or to count 
the cost, I say that Greece has set 
the example which everyone of us 
must follow until the despoilers of 
freedom everywhere have ben 
brought to their just doom.”

His talk was based upon im- 
pressions he brought back with him 
from England recently, where he 
spent severai weeks as one of 12 
Canadian editors who received first 
hand information on the Canadian 
forces overseas. Topic of his ad- 
dress was “Aiberta Over There.” 

Mr. Moore yave his impressions 
of the visit, heaping unbounded 
praise upon the efficiency, morale 
and physical and mental fitness of 
the armed forces, and upon the in- 
vincible spirit of the Britishers. 

He spoke of ihe British hatred of 
|the German nientality that permits 
jthe strafing of innocent women 
and children and the machine- 
gunning and murder of helpless 
men of the forces spied in rubber

floats or seen lying helpless near 
their wrecked guns and planes. 

An attack nerpetrated by such 
a mentality can occur right here 
in Canada and would have

jor playmates. Teasing is such a 
[suuble sport that it appeals to all 
kinds of children. It puts the 
teaser in such a superior position; 
he can quickly puncture the self- 
esteem of his victim, that it be- 
comes an alluring pastime. 

There are a few children who 
tease for malicious reasons. More 
often the teasing child is merely 
a bored child, bored with com- 
| panions too young for him, bored 
with the play of the moment, 
eager for some kind of speedy 
| excitement. Teasing fills the bill. 


Children have to understand the 
other child's motives and take the 
| teasing less to heart. The child who 
}is sensitive and easily hurt offers 
|the most glaring target for the 
barbs of other children.

It's up 
to mothers to show their children 
how to react to teasing, instead of 
adding to their injuries by too 
much maternal sympathy.
